Madison traditionally Pas peeked abe candi- 
dates for supervisor, tax collector and two of 
the four trustees, while the Venice organiza- 
tion has chosen the clerk, the assessor and 
the other two trustees. The resulting slate 
usually prevails in the townshipwide voting. 

Pashoff alleged Thursday that Bellcoff had 
persuaded members of the executive board 
to vote against him. He said ‘‘three or four’’ 
board members had told him after the deci- 
sion was made that Bellcoff had told them 
“not to vote for me."’ 


Aldermen Ron Grzywacz and Andy Economy 
also said that Bellcoff had attempted to 
influence the voting Grzywacz has 
announced his intention to run for mayor. 

Economy was also nominated for endorse- 
ment as the next supervisor, but got only 
four votes to Pashoff’s two and Paterson’s 
22, sources said. . 

Aldermen John Hamm, Norris Horton and 
Rich Asperger said Bellcoff had not tried to 
tell them how to vote. Said Hamm: 

“John Bellcoff did not talk to me about 
who to vote for. I’ve been asking everybody, 
‘Did the mayor tell you who to vote for?’ 
They all said no.”’

Fourth county worker files union grievance

EDWARDSVILLE — Another 
union grievance was filed Friday 
on behalf of a county worker, 
bringing to four the number of 
praployees complaining about 
job-related events that have 
begun with the start of thé bud- 
get year in December. 

James Goodall; president of 
Local 799 of AFSCME, filed a 
grievance on behalf of Vicky 
Geaschel, an employee in the 
affice of Madison County Public 
Defender John Rekowski. 

Goodall said Geaschel was 
denied a raise that was due: to 
begin Dec. 1. Rekowski said his 
budget had been cut and the 
raise could not be afforded. 

“It took me seven days to get 
hold of Mr. Rekowski. He said 
there wasn’t anything he could 
do about it. Well, he’s going to

University officers said the 
program in mechanical engi- 
neering will support and comple- 
ment existing programs, and 
approximately 150 students are 
expected to enroll by the fifth 
year of operation. 

Five new faculty members 
will be hired by the School of 
Engineering to teach the core 
courses in the program, while 
existing faculty members will

The university has requested 
$302,000 in new state resources 
to support additional faculty and 
to establish laboratories needed 
for the program. 

The master’s program in art

Secret security measures 
desired by school boards 


School boards want to make 
public schools a safer place to 


Delegates from more than 400 
Illinois school boards voted in 
late November to ask the Gener- 
al Assembly to allow school 
boards to meet in closed meet- 
ings to discuss school security 
arrangements. 

The Illinois Open Meetings Act 
does not allow closed meetings 
to discuss security arrangements 
for schools. 

Board members said they 
want to réspond to the recent 
tragic outbreak of school shoot- 
ings with increased security 
measures that might be jeopar- 
dized by public disclosure. 

They hope to make schools 
safer as well by using “‘life safe- 
ty” funds to buy security equip- 
ment. 

The school board delegates 
voted at their annual meeting on 
a number of resolutions that will 
direct the activities of the TIlli- 
nois Association of School 
Boards (IASB), a voluntary 
organization that represents the 
views of public school boards in 
contacts, with the General 
Assembly. 

The voting was part of a four- 
day conference of school officials 
that attracted more than 10,000 
to Chicago. 

The school board representa- 
tives-from-around:the state also 
voted to--study the issue of 
“parental Choice — giving fami- 
lies greater flexibility in decid- 
ing where to enroll their chil- 
dren. A’committee will report 
about this to the IASB.board of 
directors no later than Aug. 1, 
1989. 

Also adopted were resolutions 


to: 

eFight any increase in the 
Homeowners and Homestead 
Exemption that erodes the local 
property tax base. 

Ask the General Assembly to 
give school boards some control 
over the use of school funds for 
community development under 
the state Tax Increment Financ- 
ing law. 

eRequire disclosure of asbes- 
tos content in any material that 
might be used in schools. At 
present, schools are required to 
avoid asbestos, but asbestos con- 
tent is not routinely disclosed by 
most manufacturers and suppli- 
ers. 

Seek. and support legislation 
to promote anges in tax 
assessment dates and school 
levy deadlines. A 1986 joint study 
by the state and the University 
of Illinois found several major 
flaws in current schedules. 

On-the other hand, the school 
boards voted not to seek authori- 
ty to allow tests of student learn- 
ing throughout the year and in 

grades from 3 through 11. 
State plans now call for assess- 
ments only in April and. at 
grades 3, 6, 8 and 11. 

The prvposed changes were 
feared to “opening the door 
for further mandates requiring 
testing in all grades,'’ according 
to one opponent. 

In other action, the school 
board delegates re-elected Bar- 
bara M. Wheeler of Downers 
Grove as president of IASB for 
the coming year. This is -Wheel- 
er’s second one-year term as 
president. Nancy Elson of Can- 
ton was elected to her second 
one-year term as vice president

All-day kindergarten 
tegen Ne: academics

BELLEVILLE — While the 
kindergartens of two decades 
ago were mainly three hours of 
milk and cookies, naps and fin- 
ger ting, the trend is toward 
all-day. kindergartens offering 
academic as well as social activ- 
ities. 

Local and state school officials 
say changes in society and in 
educational philosophy have 
caused a shift toward all-day 
kindergartens. 

All-day kindergarten is in its 
second year at Belleville Grade 
School District 118. Superinten- 
dent Ron Riegel said he believes 
its time has come because ofthe 
changes in education alone. 

Riegel said most children now 
learn skills in day-care centers 
and preschools that before were. 

taught in kindergarten, so the 

lergarten curriculum has had 
= be adjusted to meet these 
changes. 

“The educational program is 
more sophisticated,’’ Riegel 
said, adding teachers now need 
more time with their students to 
cover the necessary material. 

District 118’s enrollment in 
all-day kindergarten is 335 chil- 
dren. 

Vivian Adams, an administra- 
tive assistant at East St. Louis 
School Disttict 189, said her dis- 
trict has had all-day kindergar- 
ten since the early 1970s because 
district officials recognized it 
would be beneficial for both chil- 
dren and parents. 

Adams said it was difficult for 
many parents to get their'’kids' to 
school and come back for. them 
three hours later, and teachers 
didh’t feel they had enough time 
with their students. 


“Adams said the kindergarten 


program, which has.an enroll- 
ment of 1,070 students, has pro- 
vided children with activities to 
help them grow academically 
and socially.

SEMC Vietnam War memorial revisited 


GRANITE CITY — Anyone 
who has ever taken the time to 
inspect the walls at St. Elizabeth 
Medical Center has found a lot 
of surprises. Not only are there 
decorative pieces of artwork: 
there is also a lot of history. 

For instance, did you know 
SEMC had a memorial to the 
soldiers from this area who 
served in Vietnam — a memori- 
al established nearly 20 years 
before the memorial in Washing- 
ton, D.C.? 

The memorial features the 
names of 37 young men from the 
Granite City area who gave their 
lives in Vietnam. The idea for 
the memorial originated with 
Joseph Glik. 

“I decided to have the memo- 
rial created because I thought 
that the boys fighting in Vietnam 
were being shortchanged. The 
war was controversial. Many 
people were against our being 
over there. The sacrifices of 
those who served were being 
downplayed. 

“They weren’t getting the 
same respect as the men who 
had served in past wars,’ said 
Joseph Glik. ‘‘I personally 
thought they should be recog- 
nized for their bravery.” 

Glik commissioned the memo- 
rial on June 18, 1968. The memo- 
rial consists of a bronze tablet, 
18 1/4 inches wide and 35 1/8

“It was a very well-attended 
service, I remember. It was my 
second year at the hospital,” 
said Ejlerman, now president of 
SEMC: “It wasn’t a very popu- 
lar thing to do at that time. Sen- 
timents against the war were 
running high. However, we want- 
ed to recognize all the young 
men from the community who 
gave their lives in the war.’"’ 


“It was a fairly short service, 
but it was very moving. Most of 
the widows, friends and parents 
of the young men were there,’’ 
Glik said. ‘'T believe the memo- 
rial was appreciated. I continued 
to get calls and letters from peo- 
ple .in the community thanking 
me and praising the memorial.’’ 


The memorial originally was 
placed in the main entrance off- 
Madison Avenue. When the hos- 
pital remodeled, the display was 
moved to the foyer of the new 
entrance off Washington Avenue. 


Granite City is planning anoth- 
er memorial to the service per- 
sonnel who served in Vietnam. It 
will be in Memorial Park, across 
the street from the medical cen- 
A dedication service is 
planned for early next spring.

The quake devastated the cit- 
ies of Kirovakan and Leninakan.

"d try ¢ class, I really was not 
an exerciser, but this sounded 
different,’’ Pasco said. 

“‘Before the class, we joked 
about trying to hire someone to 
jog for him. Now, he lives for 
Tuesday and Thursday nights, 
when the class is scheduled,” 
said Joyllene Pasco, Doug’s 
wife. Pasco, his wife and their 
daughters, Holly and Lori, live 
in Granite City. 

Pasco was not always as 
enthusiastic about the classes as 
he is now. In the beginning, he 
was not all sure he wanted to be 
within 20 feet of the Wellness 
Center. 


“When I first walked in, I was 
a little uncomfortable because I 
was the only man in the class.

According to Pasco, “Part of 
the reason the class is so healthy 
is that there ‘is no competition. 
You don’t have t worry about

ger or better. It is all within 
yourself. You challenge yourself 
to do your best.”’ 

“The discipline involved in 
stretching helps motivate peo- 
ple,"’ Brinkendorf said. ‘For the 
Biggest part of the time, we 
think about doing this or starting 
that, but we don’t do anything 
about it. This kind of class can 
change that.” 


The classes seem to be hab- 
it-forming. Brinkendorf has 10 
students who have been taking 
classes from her for the past 
five to eight years on and off. 
Pasco is obviously a big fan. 

“This is the third or fourth 


.session of classes that I have 


attended at the Weliness Cen- 
ter,” he said. “I am also attend- 
ing the more advanced classes 
Dawn teaches in her home.”

Now, 
he weighs 170 pounds. His cho- 
lesterol is down to 148 and his 
triglycerides are 68. 


“This class gave me the cour- 
age and peace of mind to do 
something for myself. We 
always do for others, but if you 
do something for yourself, you 
become really proud of it. I 
made changes to make my life 
healthier. I stopped drinking 
soda, which I used to drink by 
the six-pack. I usually ride my 
bike to work at Granite City 
Steel, while I wouldn’t exercise 
at all before," Pasco said.

Anorexia threatens some young athletes
